ruled under Egyptian authority. This has re- 
opened vast territories to the benefits of peace, 
civilisation, and good government. 

“£On Sept. 4 the British and Egyptian flags 
were hoisted with due ceremony on the walls of 
the ruined Palace of Khartoum, close to the spot 
where General Gordon fell, and this event is 
looked upon by the rejoicing population as’ 
marking the commencement of a new era of 
peace and prosperity for their unfortunate 
country.”

ER MAJESTY AND THE LATE 
QUEEN OF DENMARK.—In the official 
Court record of life at Balmoral for Sept. 30 we 


read that “ Her Majesty received yesterday morn- 
ing with sincere sorrow the sad intelligence of the fatal 
termination of the Queen of Denmark’s long illness. The 
Gueen's beloved daughter-in-law, the Princess of Wales, 
was in constant attendance on her mother, to whom she 
was devotedly attached.

The Empress was received at 
Ballater Station by Her Royal Highness Prine-ss Henry of 
Battenberg. A -Guard of Honour of the 2nd Bat'alion 
Gueen's Own Cameron Highlanders was mounted, under 
Major Davidson. The Queen went out, accompanied by the 
Empress Frederick and Princess Henry of Battenberg, the 
same day. Captain Prince Francis of Teck, Ist (Royal) 
Dragoons, visited the Queen on his return from the Soudan, 
and remained to luncheon. Prince and Princess Christian’s 
gallant soldier son, fresh from Khartoum, likewise had 
previously visited the Queen.

He" 
delighted spending his Sun- 
days at Eton, where he might 
generally be found in the 
historie chapel, in the playing- 
fields, or on the river.

The deceased statesman was born in Wilmington, Dela- 
ware, on Oct. 29, 1828. He was at first intended for 
commercial life, but on the death of his elder brother he 
returned to Wilmington in 1848 and studied for the law, 
being admitted to the Bar in 1851. In 1868 he succeeded 
his father as representative of Delaware in the Senate, He 
sat continuously until, on the appointment ôf Mr. Cleveland, 
he became Secretary of State in 1885. On Mr. Cleveland 
being a seeond time elected President, he sent Mr. Bayard 
as Ambassador to England, whence on his departure he 
took with him the kindliest feelings of all with whom he 
came in contact. Mrs. Bayard has received many letters 
and telegrams of condolence from England, includin 
messages from the Queen, Lady Churchill, and Lord an 
Lady Haliburton.

Duck- 
raising isan arduous task; one that requires an appren- 
ticeship ‘and absolute knowledge of the business deon 
success is reached. It is not at all necessary {that ducks 
should have access.to water to be raised successfully ; they 
grow and thrive as readily without. There are successful 
plants where thousands of ducks are raised that have no 
water, save that which is given them as drink. It has been 
a matter of much dispute which is the better way. Some 
duck-raisers use water, and allow their breeders the freedom 
of it; some allow their growing stock intended for market 
free access to water until they are eight weeks old, when 
they arepenned and fattened formarket. On the other hand, 
there are raisers who have no water on their farms, except- 
ing wells, who are just as successful, and raise as many 
birds as those ‘who have the water. The only noticeable 
difference between ““upland” and “water” duck is that the 
latter are of prettier and cleaner plumage than the former.

froth, can be obtained at will by altering the regulator 
while the machine is in motion. 


Food and the Flavour of Eggs. . 

The conditions under which fowls are kept, and théfood 
on which they are fed, influences the flavour of the eggs, 
but not to the extent one would think. For instance, 
fowls kept in confinement and without a grass run, do 
not lay eggs with a yolk so rich-coloured as those with 
a wide range of grass. The richer yellow the yolk 
the finer the flavour. But if the fowls in confinement 
are well supplied with green, and keep in perfect health, 
the difference in the eggs is very slight. Fowls can eat a 
great deal of offal and high-smelling food without their 
eggs gaining any objectionable flavour. I have fed laying 
fowls daily with pressed meat which, when dissolved in 
boiling water to mix with the meal, gave off a very evil 
smell; ‘also with liverine, which is a mixture of fish 
and meal, and this also, when the boiling water is 
ym upon it, raises an odour bad to beat.” But the eggs 

ad no objectionable taste. A diet of putrid fish and meat 
will flavour the e if the fowls eat enough of it. Mr. 
Harford should endeavour to fìnd out if his fowls have 
access to any rubbish-heap where putrid food is likely to 
be. It should be remembered fowls are gross feeders, and 
there is little they will not peck at; so if there is carrion or 
rotten fish about, they are likely to eat it, and possibly to 
the extent of flavouring their eggs.

Inote in the interesting October Number of 
Pearson’s Magazine there is an interview with 
M. Vivier, the well-known Parisian dog-tailor.

“Exactly as there are fashions for ladies and 
gentlemen. We follow the ladies’ fashions. 
Thus, this winter, what will be mainly worn is 
pearl grey and a peculiar shade of green known 
as ‘ gros vert,’ and our clothes for dogs will be 
made in these colours, as well as in the materials 
which may ultimately be fixed upon by the great 
dressmakers as ‘ the correct thing.’ 

“ The fashions for dogs are definitely settled 
upon in October, after I have had time to go 
round the big dressmakers’ shops to examine the 
models for the coming winter season, and to see 
what is being worn. Thus I have to ascertain 
whether during the ensuing season the collars of 
ladies’ jackets will be turned down or in the 
Medicis style. This year the Medicis collar has 
been in great favour.”’

Cooking Pheasants 


en casserole—that is, in a hermetically sealed 
stewpan or pipkin ; and the flavour of all birds 
is brought out so well by this mode of cooking 
that I will certainly describe it when I have got 
information from an expert. I may remind any 
of my readers who have pheasants to roast to 
be sure to dry—but not to wash—the birds. well 
inside and out before trussing them, and do 
not leave the heads on. The head is not 
left on any game-bird except snipe and wood- 
cock. The secret of pheasant- roasting—and 
the same applies to grouse, partridge, and 
wild duck—is to baste well. Lard the birds 
thickly over the breast; baste them first with 
melted butter, and later with their own gravy, 
and remember that pheasants are not served with 
toast under them. The general way is to have 
fried bread-crumbs on the dish, and a well- 
seasoned gravy—some of what is in the cooking- 
pan, if not very greasy, may be used—in a 
sauce-boat, but toast never. That is used only 
for snipe and woodeock, and no gravy should be 
in the dish when there is toast. The latter is 
not nice when it is soft, and it is.really used to 
eatch the trail of the bird, but it may be lightly 
buttered and put before the fire with the birds 
upon it for a short time before serving. Or 
the birds may be cooked in a baking-pan (with 
a square of toast under each bird, to catch the 
trail) either in a hot oven or before a good, clear 
fire. I suppose that the majority of my readers

therefore their little insides are very clean, and 
epicures prefer them to the outside ; but it is a 
matter of taste.
